| thofe who diffent from her, have 
very little Reafon to warrant their 
S Opinions. The Prejudice of Edu- 
cation bears ftrong upon the Mind, and I doubt is the chiefelt 
ftumbling Block in the way of a Coalition between the 
Church and our Setaries, which would be very happy for 
this divided Nation, if it could be efiefted. ‘The Differ- 
ence between the chief and moft numerous Seét of Diflen- 
ters and the Church, is not fo wide, in my humble Opinion, 
as to render a Comprehenfion impracticable, if the Ma- 
nagers on either Side met together with an honeft Difpofi- 
tion, to canvafs over their reciprocal Objetions with Can- 
dour, and in the Spirit of Meeknefs. 

Tho’ the Church has ‘been put upon a very laudable 
Footing at the Time of the Réformation by thofe good 
Hands, confiderate Heads, and pious Hearts, who took 
the Pains to reform it; yet I am humbly of Opinion, that 
if we parted with a few more Ceremonies, to come the 
nearer to our diffenting Brethren, the Church would be fo 
far from fuffering by it, that, on the contrary, it would 
become ftill more pure. Perhaps the good Fathers of the 
Reformation would have gone further, if they had not ap- 
prehended it, in fome Meafure, incumbent on them to re- 
tain fome Things that were indifferent in themfelves, to 
avoid giving Offence to fuch pious Men as were inclined’ 
to go in along with them as far as they thought it neceflary, 
and who perhaps might have been fhocked at a thorough 
Reformation at once. 

The Chriftian Religion has retained a great many of the 
Rites and Ceremonies of the Pagans, merely, as I fuppole, 
with a pious View of engaging them by Degrees to follow. 
The Church of Rome is full of them, and I think I may, 
without Offence, tracé fome of them in our Efablifed 
Church at this Day, But even admitting this in it’s utmoft | 
Extent, I can find nothing amifs in them, nor irreconcile- | 
able with the Purity of the Chriftian Religion, and yet I 
could wifh we were fairly rid of them, notwizhftanding 
their Indifference.

There has been fo much, and fo well, faid againft P/urali 
ties, that I apprehend the ftrongeft Advocate for them are, o1 
at leaft may well be, afhamed of them, as they are really 
indefenfible. In fhort, it is engrofling the Revenues of the 
Church into a few Hands, while the »any are ftarving : 
*Tis pampering up the Idle, the Ignorant, and the Lazy, 
in impious Luxury at the Expence of the Induttrious and 
Learned. Pluralities are a high Reproach, not only to 
the Eftablifbed Church, but to Chriftianity in general; for 
furely there is nothing in all the Holy Founder’s Dottrine, 
that gives the leaft San&tion to any kind of Accuaulations 
wharfoever. He recommended it to the rich Man in the 
Gofpel to fell all he had, and follow him into a State of Sal- 
vation, What Effeét can this Admonition have upon the 


prefsly againft it, in amafling unmeafurable Riches! and 


' not only fo, butall of them that can, ftep in between their 


neceffitous Brethren and the Bread which the Laity has libe- 
rally provided for them, were it equally diftributed ? 

I will not prefume to impute this to the Charge, or at 
leait the Inclination, of my Lords the B*{h*ps: As a Par- 
liamentary Regulation on this Head will free them from 
all unreafonable Importunities, I may hope that it will 
not only be very agreeable to their Lord*ps Confciences, 
but that they will efpoufe an Application fo defirable and 
neceflary with all their Might and Intereft. I moft arreft 
my Hand, tho’, with Relutance, at the prefent, in order 
to make Rcom for the Letter ; and fhall conclude with an 
Affurance of my own and this Paper’s beit Endeavours, on 
Behalf of the Znferior Clergy upon this Occafion, in which 
I hope all good Men will join. 


Extrad of a Letter to a Member of Parliament, concerning 
PLURALITIES. 


HONOURED SIR, 


WAS glad to hear You declare yourfelf fo flrenuoufly 

againtt PLuraxitizs, and that You would willingly 
concur in bringing a Bill into the Houfe to reftrain them. 
It would certainly be, as you obferved, to the Interelts of 
Religion in general, that fuch a Bill fhould pafs.

But you was pleafed to defire me to fend You fome Ob. 
fervations on the Original Foundation of Livings ; the pre- 
fent Reftraints the Clergy are under, with refpeét to Piv- 
RAL4T1£8; and the Methods which are too often taken 
to elude them. 

As to the Original of Parochial Churches, they are gene- 
rally {nppofed to be founded by the Lords of Manors, for 





| the Ute of their Families and Vaffils; fo that the Manor 


and the Parifh were commonly of the fame Extent. ‘This 
Remark accounts, in a great Meafure, for the vaft Dif- 
proportion that there ftill is between the Extent of Parithes, 
viz. according to the Extent of the ref{pective Manors. 
Now in order to engage a refident Minilter, the Lord of the 
Manor endowed the Church with Tithes and a Glebe, for 
his Maintenance. And-when the Miniter accepted of the 
Living he accepted it on Condition of refding upon it, 
if the Tithes and Glebe belonging to it were fufficient to 
maintain him. So that, in fact, when a Clergyman takes 
a Living of a competent Income and doth not-refide, he is 
guilty of a Breach of Tutt to the Dead, as well as of be- 
ing injurious to the Liwing. Lowever, in Procels of Time, 
Non refidenees became every Day more frequent and noto- 
rious. As the Corruptions of Popery {pread more and 
more, feveral of thefe ‘Tithes and Glebes were taken away 


' from the Parifh-Minifters, and given to the religious Houfes 


of Monks, Friars, &c. And then it became abfolutely 
neceffary, in fuch Cafes, that the fecular Clergy, or paro 
chial Vicar or Curate, fhould hold more Livings than one ;

becaufe the little, which was referved for them was by no 
Means a competent Maintenance. But when the Rule againit 
PLURALITIES Was once broke through, a bad Praétice 
of holding them wes foon introduced, when there was no 
Plea of Neceffity to juitify it, on Account of the Scanti- 
nefs of the Maintenance: ———- Nay, to fuch a thomcleds 
Heighth was this Evil grown, that we have a Catalogue, 
in Bp Grnson’s Codex, of Perfons holding ‘Thirteen, 
Fiftcen, and even Twenty-three Bencfices, in diftant Parts 
of the Kingdom. 

But when the Reformation came on, there was fome 
Reltraint put to this fcandalous Excefs. By a Statute of 
King Heary VILL. it is enaéted, * That no Perfon hall 
** hold wo Livings, if the firtt is of the yearly Value of 
** cight Pounds, and upwards, unlefs he is a Chaplain to 
** a Nobleman, or qualified by a Degree.” And, by the 
forty firlt Cason of 1603, it is ordained, ** That no Dif- 
** penfation be given for holding any Livings, which are 
This is all the Reftric- 
tion which we are /ega/ly under at this Day; a Reftriftion 
which is very far from being an cffectual Cure of the Evil, 
were it ever fo ftri€tly put in Practice : Bot alas! as Things 
are now managed it comes to little or nothing. 

For the Force and Intention of thefe good Laws are molt 
feandaloufly e/uded teveral Ways; as, 

Firft, By taking computed Miles, tor fatute Miles: Then 
by reckaning thefe computed Miles over Fens and Moors, which 
are unpalfa le the far greater Part of the Year : Or acrofs 
Branches and Arms of the Sea, where a Perfon may waitDays 
and Weeks to pafs over: Or from the Out /lirts of the ove 
Parifh, to the Out-firts of the other : Or in a freight Line 
according as the Crow flies, as they are pleafed to term it; 
Or, if the Places cannot be certified to be within Diftance, 
by the Help of any of thefe Finefés, then the Plurality- 
Hunter makes no Boggle to get Men to certify a down- 
right Lie without any Fineffe at all ; infomuch, that Liv- 
ings, more than forty, fifty or even fixty Miles afunder, 
have been vouched for to be no more that thirty. And 
then when they are once certified for, and the Difpenfations 
have paffed the Seals, there is no reverfing of them in the 
Incumbent’s Time ; and, what is {till worfe they become 
fo many Precedents to all fucceeding Pluraliits. 

Secondly, The Force and Intention of thefe good Laws are 
eluded, when the Living happeus to be no more than eight 
Pounds a Year in the King’s Books, though the rea/ Value, 
by Improvements of plarting Hops, or breading op Downs, 
&c. be ever fo great. For by Meaus of this wretched 

Evafion, the Plaralilt is perfectly fecure, if he iias got the 
Confent of the firft Patron, even without a Di‘pentation. 
Nay, he can hold them both, let the fecond Living be in the 
farthett Part of the Kingdom ; becaufe then he is furnifh'd 
with a weighty Diftingvion, that the Fin Living is ouly 
Veidable, but not Void. 

Thirdly, Another feandalous Evafion occurs in the Cafe 
of Donatives, and perpetual Curacies, Some of thefe are 
worth upwards of ‘Two Hundred Pounds «a Year, and have 
more than ‘Ten Thoufand Souls in them to be talcen care of 3 
and yet, thele great Tru/is are not eccounted Livings, in 
the Kye of the Law ; nor are the Ciergymen, who have 
the Care of them, faid to have any Cure of Souls. Indeed, 
it almoft appears incredible, but it is a melancholy Truth, 
that the fame Perfon may poflefs ad/ the perpetual Curacies 
and Donatives in Rug/and, for any Law refraining him, 
aud two great Livings befides. 

And now, Worthy Six, as I know You have a fin- 
cere Regard for the Intereits of Religion, and would con- 
tribute all you can to refcue it from Abuses and Corruptions, 
for Goo’s Sake ufe your Endeavours in the Houfe to re- 
move this detcftable R: proach, which is too juftly fucha 
fumbling Block to many, and a Rock of Offence. You can- 
not employ your Zeal, and that noble Talent of Eloqueuce, 
wherewith God hath blefled you, in a better Caufe. And 
fuch of the Clergy, who diflike thefe Sort of Monopolies, 
‘the moft odious of all others, will have Reafon to blefs the 
Inftrument. that fhall deliver us from the Load of Infamy 
we now labour under on that Account. Confider likewile, 
Good Sir, that we ave but frail Men, and are as apt ag 
others to reconcile our Con‘ciences to our Interefts: But ie

Ifa Bill, fomewhat to this Ef, fhould ever pafs, I 
humbly conceive, our Pluratities would be rettrained within 
fuch moderate Bounds as no reafonable Perfon would find 
much to obj dtagaintt them. For if the Livings are fo 
contiguous, as to be within five or three Hours ride, and o! 
fmall Value, V cannot fee the Crime of being a Plarali/ 

And fuch a Bill would not only refrain and moderate 
Plauralitics, but it would alfo, by a natural Confequence, 
remedy two other cnormous Evils, which have been as 
greatly comp!ainod of, and were, more than once, under 
the Confideration of the Legifliture: ‘Phe “vils 1 mean, 
are Non vefidencies, and the Hardhips and Poverty of the 
inferior Clergy. Asto Non-reficenctes, uch a Bill as this would 
ef-ctually deflroy them by itriking at the Root of the lvil, 
‘The Clergyman who hath two diftunt Living:, cannot refide 
upon both; and if they are large ones, they can fupport 
his Ixpences in a geyer Scene of Life, and confequently, 
prove a Temptation to him to refide on neither of them, 
And as tothe Hardips and Poverty of the interior Clergy, 
the true Source of them are our prefent Pluralities: But 
when there cannot be fo many Pluralities, there need not 
be fo many Carates; that is, the Carates will naturally 
become the Lxcumbents of the /maller Livings, and fo will 
obtain a better Subjjlence, in a State of Independence. 

Perhaps, indeed it may be neceffiry to add a Claufe, 
That all the Clergyinen, who were Pluralifts before the 
Commencement of juch a Bill, thall enjoy thofe Benefices 
unmoelelted, however circumftanced : Good Policy, I fay, 
feems to require this Conc flion for what is paft, in order 
to-prevent the Oppofition, which they would otherwife 
ras againfl it, by means of their Friends and Relations in 
both Houfes. But with refpeét to the Bill itfelf [ humbly 
conceive,it fhould be worded im the moft explicit and peremp- 
tory Terms pofible, without referving any Déi/cretionary 
Powers to be lodged with any Perfon or Perfons whatlo- 
ever, ocerfionally to recede from it; left fuch a Subterfuge 
fhould, in a fhort Courfe of ‘Vime, dettroy the whole 
Meaning and Intention of the Bill. For every {uch Per 
fon, invefted with thefe Difcretionary Powers would find 
out fome Pretence or other, to éxempt his own Friend, or 
Relation. And the Increafe of the Fees of the Othce, 
would prove a Temptation ftrong enough to exempt all, 
at Ivft, that could pay the Fees of Exemption. 

Jam well aware, that no Scheme can ever be propofed, 
which is wholly free from Objeétions, And perhaps fome 
Perfons may object to the Reftridtions here propofed, as 
too Severe; and others, as too Lax: But if they really 
mean well, and have the main Caufe at Heart, they will 
foon compromife that Affiir, and find out many reconeil- 
ing Expedients ] have, likewie, the more Hopes of it, 
as lam finfible, that your own good Senfe and Difcern- 
ment wi!l preierve you from the Snares of fuch Perfons, 
who fecret!y would clog it with Difficulties, but are afhamed 
to oppole it openly and wvowedsy, ; 

Some, I foretee, will be ready to objeét, That fuch a 
Scheme as this approaches too near towards a Levelling 
Principle; which | contefs, is as bid as any. But tore | 
am, there can be no jull Realfon for fuch a Charge, when 
it is confidered, that not only all Ecclefiallical Dignities, 
fuch as Deanaries, Canonries, Archdeaconries, & are 
not fubjeét to thefe intended Rettri€tions, but alfo that a 
Permiflion is hereby granted of even holding Pluralicies to 
the Value of three Hundred Pounds a Year, if the two 
Livings are within fifteen Miles Diftance, belides the 
Chance of Promotions to greater Livings, by Removals, 
And are not thefe Advancements do you think, Sir, In 
dulgencies enough ? What greater Encouragements need 
be defired ina reafonable Way ? Surcly, if the rewarding 
of diflingnifhed Merit is all that would be contended for, 
here are fufficient Referves already made for that Purpole. 
And the human Paflions of Ambition and Emulation, as 
far as they are laudable, are provided with proper Motives 
and Incitements. But if the Thing aimed at is merely to get

But as you are prepared to expeét Oppofition, you will 
be the betcer enabled to encounter it: And yet I have 
ltrong hopes, that you will find many good Chriftians, and 
worthy Patriots, in both Houfes, to {upport your Defign. 
1 am encouraged to be the more fanguine in thefe Expecta- 
tations, as our gracious Sovereigns on the Throne, have, 
for half a Century patt, fet an excellent Pattern and greatly 
difcountenanced Pruraciries, as far as in them lay, 
by never exerting the Prerogative in their Favour. You 
know, Str, it was a common Thing, before the Revolu- 
tion, for the Minion Court Chaplain to obtain a Royal 
Difpeniation, to hold as many Livings as he could get ; 
but it is very remarkab!e, that no fuch Difpenfation hath 
been obtanied ever fince. So that the Church and Clergy, 
in general, have been already fo far benefited in this Affair,

He had been ill fome 
Time, and the back Part of his Houfe taking Fire, he was 
taken out of his Bed and carried to the George Inn, where 
he foon after died of the Fright. 

Saturday a Captain of a Regiment of Foot was taken by 
a Party of Soldiers at Harwich, for the barbarous Murder 
of a Surgeon in the fame Regiment, by running his Sword 
into his Eye, the Point of which went thro’ his Head; of 
which he inttantly died. 

We hear that a Corps of Horfe is ordered to efcorte the 
Judges who are going to Chichefter, for fear of any Infult 
from the Smugglers. ‘The Smugglers are to be hanged 
immediately after Sentence is pafs'd, Orders being given for 
a Gallows to be ereéted for that Purpofe. ;

He is fenteneed to be whipped from the End of 
Caftle Street to the upper End of Little Brools Street in 
Grofvenor Square on this Day. ; 

Yetterday fe’nnight about Twelve o’Clock, a Gentle. 
man in his Chair was robbed going from St. James’s near 
the Blue Pofts in Old Bond Street, of 50 Guineas, his 
Sword, Watch, and Hat, by three Footpads. 

And on Sunday Night three Footpads knoek’d down the 
Watchman at the End of Berkely Street, Piccadilly, and 
left him for dead, and afterwards ftopt the Earl of Scarbo- 
rough’s Coach, which had no Body in it; they ftopt three 
other Coaches, and robbed all the Paffengers in them. 

Laft Monday Night about 8 o’Clock, two Women were 
robbed in the Middle Quarter of Moorfields, of their Cloaks 
and Money, by a Gang of Fellows that have for fome Time

Early laft Saturday Morning, the Watchmen in South- 
ampton Street Covent Garden, obfeved fome Rogues to be 
breaking open a Houle in that Street ; on which they called 
to fome of their Companions, in order to attack them ; 
but they made up to the Watchmen with drawn Hangers, 
and wounded one of them fo dangeroufly, that his Life is 
greatly defpaired of. 

On Monday Night about 70’Clock as a Man was going 
along the Road that leads to the Bull and Butcher from Ro- 
therhithe, he was fiopt by three Men drefled like Sailors, 
near Mr. Grantham’s a Gardener; one of which held a 
Cutlafs over his Head, while another rifled his Pockets of 
about 10s. in Silver, his Watch, and Hat, and giving him 
one of their Hats, made him go a contrary Way to what 
he intended, and got off with their Booty. 

One Day Iaft Week two Men, well drefled, came to 
Mrs. Foxcroft’s, the Poft-houfe at Enfield, in a Poft Chaife, 
with a Footman, where they ftayed and dined, and after 
dinner was over, they defir’d Mrs. Foxcroft to change them 
a Bank Note of zol. or elfe they could not Pay her. She 
not having fo much Money in the Houfe, a Perfon who 
was prefent, and who lives in the Neighbourhood, faid he 
believed he could changeit, which hedid. After the Note 
was changed, and they had paid their Reckoning, inftead 
of going farther into the Country, they took Poft for Lon- 
don, ‘The Perfon who changed the Note, has been to the 
Bank to change it, but when he came there Payment was 
opt. it being one that was taken lately out of the Weitern 
Mail.
